on ol Names betwixt them andGOD himſelf; For as He is often 


called a King, ſo Kings ate ſometimes called Gods; a title never 
given to any. but thele in Civil Authority, who 8 | 
both in their Perſons and in their PowW er.

The Divine Power 
exerted in the perſons of Princes, giveth check to popular Inſo- 
lencies, and permits not the many headed monſtruous beaſt, the 
Mob, to know its own ſtrength, leaſt ic ſhould kick and throw off 
the Rider: And notwithſtanding the unparalel'd Villany which 
| prevailed to the Ruine of Majzſty upon this day, as a Scourge 
{rom God upon this Iſland, be ona memorable Exception from the 
Rule; yet for the moſt part by far, ic holdeth, and will do ſo ſtill; 
and theteſote the Man according to GOD's own Heart, acknow: 
ledgeth the Manageableneſs of bis SubjeAs to br the immediat Effect

One knows not where 
to begin, howto proceed, or which way to make an ond : It was 
a Crime of that Nature, that could not chuſe but ſtun che Heads, 
and grieve the hearts, and chill the Blood in the Veins of them 
that heard it, while the Fact was- yet Recent. And it were much 
for the Honour of this jfland, that ſucceeding Ages ſhould read 
this part of our Hiſtory, with the ſame Incegdulicy that we heat 
of ſpeaking Oxan. Rivers running backwaty in their Chanels,of 
ſweating Statues, and ſhowers of Blood, mentioned in the Legen - 


datry Monuments of Antiquity : Tnis one thing is mull certain, 


that ſiuce the Name and Office ofa King was known upon the 
Face of the Earth, the Sun never ſaw in all the returns of his 
natural Courſe, a Villany attended with more horrour. — 

Some perhaps may be ready to ſay, tho tho Murder of the King 


was a nefaiious and execrabledeed, yet it hath not bzen a thing 
ſo unuſual in the World as to leave them all agaſt that happen to 


hear of it, ſinca Kings have been often killed, ſometimes by the 
Seditton of the People, ſometimes by the faction of tha Peers, and 
ſometimes by the mutiny of the Souldiets. But if we take the 
Circumſtances of the Murder of Charles I. which was perpetrated 
as on this day, under due confideration, and take notire of thole 
who did commit it, The Pecſon upon whom, the manner after 
which it was done, it mult neceſſatly be acknowledged, it never 
had any Precedent, I pray GOD it may never have a parallel; 
It's true, We have heard and read of ſeveral Sanguinary Wretches, 


that have invaded and taken away the lives of Kings, both in 


former ages, and in the preſent; But at the ſame time, we ate to 
: E remember 
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remomber, that they wers lofidels, Gentiles, Romans or Tarks for 


the moſt part, not Chriſtian?. 5 EL 
And tho ic be not a new thing, that Maieſty it ſelf hasfaln by the hands of Violence,znd 
teen barbzreuſly taken off by the ie, ho had ſworn Fidelity and Allegiance ,” yerTami ſure, 
That for a Chriſtian Kingprofefſing che Reformd Religion, to be ſacriſie d to the fury and 
rage of men pre ending to the moſt refin'd Purity of the Reformation, is ſtill u nexam pled. 
and Ihope will not be, imitated to the end of the World. The way and manntrafreray ich 
it was carried on and conſummated, hath nothing leſs in it of amazing fingularicy; Kin gs 
aod Syveretyn Princes have ſometimes been diſpatched by the Sword, or Dagger of a pri. 
vat Aſſaſſia, or by the Treachery of 2 Syborned Souldier, by a poiſon“d Cup, or have 
been tamiſned, or ſtrangled in priſon, But no man ever read or heard before, of 2lawful,; 
Hetedicary, Chriſtian, Reform d Monarch, in the actual poſſeſſion of his Crown and K ip 
doms, conveen'd accuſed, criminally impannelled, condemn*d, and finally ſmitten and 
beheaded with an Ax; and all this by theſe, who in duty and Gratitude awed Him their 
outmoſt Services, to the hazard of their Lives and Farrunes, . It: a Prince: ſhouid happen 
ia be killed, eicher by Military Tumults, Popular Inſurrections, or the FaRtious and wicked 
Combinations of aſpiring men; This might properly be attributed to the preęipitant = 
of over heated Blood, -and'the want of ſerious and ſuber confideration ; and ſo the un. 
tappy Inſtruments mighe chance to fall under Remorſe for ſuch a Miſcarriage : Bur for 
Men to proceed to the moſFunjuſtiGable Crimes, by ſhew of, Order and Deliberation, its 
always to be preſumed, they will be apt to ſtand upon the Defence of their Villanies, - and 
never become penitear. This was the Caſe of the Tregedy of chis day. It was neither the 


Ha red of the Kigg, nor the Fear of theKiog, nor the Faults of the K ing, that moved them 


to deſtroy him: but they were plainly refolved to become Kings rhemfelves, and therefore 
2 bloodily murdered the Heir of the Inheritance, And inſtead of one Merle Gentle and 
Rightful King, they ſer up 40 Tyrants, who in all their publiet Ads were named the Keeps 
ers of tbe Liberties of the People, i. e. They kept them ſo, that the People never ſhared in 
them. But it wes With no better Right, than a Robber is theKeeper of che Purſe of the inno · 
cent Traveler, which he has taken by force; or the Thief is the Keeper of his Neighbours 
Goods, which he hach ſtoln and lodged in his own houſe They had eſpouſed a dange- 
ron and wicked Principle, in downright oppoſition to St. Peter's Doctrine ( in our Text) 
That Royal Government was a Grievance, and as oft as Kings were uneaſie to the People (and 
that is, as oft as they are pleaſed to think 0.) They mabt be juſtled out of their Authority, ' 
#ithout ſear of anypuniſhmens te be inflicted upon the Inſtruments. And they vexed the Blefſcd 
Royal Martyr of this day, with many difturbances and Tortures, before they came to give 
the finiſhing Toych to this Cataſtrophe. Sometimes chey changed his priſop, fomerimes his 
Kegpers, and at other times ſhimm'd Him with the appearance of Accommedgtion: Bus 
de hold, while Matters were in this poſture, and the ſueet and wie rempered Prince had 
yielded all that could be deſited, and more then was ex 4, the Treaty was ſudden'y 
broke up, to the great ſurprize of all, but the Conſpirators chemfelves: The king is 
brouę ht out of priſon into the Palace Royal, ſiſted as a Malef actor before the pretended 
Court of Juſtice.

Him can they be anſwerable? I: is Elegantly ſaid by a great Author, Mr. Aurel, That Ma- 


eiſtrates are Judges j privat perſons: Princes are Fudęes ef Magiſtrates : and none but GOD © 
is the Fudge of Princes, And we ſee in Sacred Scripture. when King David conſeſſed and 
Repenced of the flaugbrec committed on the perſon of Uriah by his Authority, that ſo he
